of her Dominions in Germany : 'The 


» three moft powerful Princes in Ger- 
- many united, in a Confederacy with 
- France, for her Deftruction ; and her 
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Dominions furrounded, almoft upon 
every Side, with fuch powerful Ar- 
mies, that fhe could not have held 
out for another Campaign: Nay 
even the Queen of Spain had forgot, 
or was, perhaps, encouraged to for- 
» that fhe was at War with the 
ords of the Ocean ; and had pre- 
fumptuoufly fent an Army by Sea, 
to attack her Hungarian Majefty’s 
Dominions in Jta/y: In thefe dif- 
treffed Circumftances, no one Poten- 


_tate in Exusope daring to declare for 


that unfortunate Princefs, no one of- 
fering to aflift her either with Troops 
or Money, except a few {mail Remit- 


tances fhe received from this Country 


and Holland : .'The Spaniards over- 
whelming /ta/y, and threatning all 
the Princes thereof with Slavery : 
The French triamphing in the Heart 
of Germany, and directing the Prin- 
ces of that powerful Body either to 
be paffive, or to affift in its Deitruc- 
tion. 

Thefe, my Lords, were the Cir- 
cumftancesof Europe two Y ears ago: 
What adifferent Light, do they now 
a in? The Kings of Pslend 
and Pruffa drawn off from their Al- 
liance with France: The King of 
Sardinia declaring openly in favour 
of the Queen of Hungary; and 
Holland, as well as this .Kingdom, 
fending Armies, as well as Sums of 
Money, to her Affiftance. She has. 
now again recovered all her Domi- 
nions in Germany, except what fhe has. 
yielded to Prufia and Saxony, in 
lieu of which fhe is in Poffeflion» of 
Bavaria; and tho’ the Spaniards 
Pofiefiion of Savoy, from 
her Ally, the King of Sardinia, yet 
in lieu of that-he has got Poffeflion of 
Modena, fo that both of them are 
now in Pofleflion of more than am 
Equivalent for what.they. have loft. 
The Freach none bees my 2 
Ge. with Dafgyace, and. their 
Ally, the Emperor, remains itripp'd 
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6 
of his hereditary Dominions. The 
Spaniards have been difappointed in 
every Attempt they have made to 
penetrate into Haly by Land ; and 
the Army they fens te taly, in the 
Days of our Pufilanimity, remains 
fo cooped up, both by Land and Sea, 
that it is hardly poffible-for them to 
ef 

This Difference of Circumftances 
your Lordfhips muft be all fenfible 
of, I hope, you all rejoice in; and 
when you reflect you muft allow, 
that-it is entirely owing to the Wif- 
dom of his Majefty’s Conduct, and 
the vigorous Meafures lately purfued 
by this Nation. His Majetty faw, 
from the Beginning, :that the Part 
-adted by Prujia and Saxony was en- 
tirely owing to the Obftinacy and 
Refentment of the Court of Vienna. 
Thefe his Majefty endeavoured, as 
much as he could, to foften, but it 
‘required Time anda Concurrence 
of Events. As foon as this happen- 
‘ed, his Majefty prevailed with the 
‘Courts of Vienna and . Berlin to ac- 
cept of his Mediation,: by which the 
Treaty of Broflaw was sconchided; ; 
and that; by. Means of .the fame 
Mediation, -was foon after followed 
by a Treaty between the Courts of 
- Vienna and Drefden, by which both 
were drawn off from the Alliance of 
' France. “By this Means fomething 
‘like an Equality-was .reftored  be- 
‘tween the Queen of Hungary and 
her Enemies, and the Conduét .and 
Bravery of her Troops foon gave 
her a Superiority in Germazy, which 
enabled both his Majefty and fome 
of the other Powers.of Exrope to:act - 
more openly*in ‘her Favour. :diis . 
Majefty teing duly fenfible; that the 
Dutch were, from the Beginning of . 
this War, more .actuated:by.their . 
- Fears than their Reafon, in order to 
leflen the’ Influence of the former, 
he refolv’d to forma confiderable 
- Army in “Flanders, -which-bad fach . 
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to be upon their Guard, left 
Frontier on that Side should be 
tacked, it. prevented their being 
to fend any Affiftance to the Span- 
ards in Savoy, or fi oot han.

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pease NEWTON, Bia; was 
born at Wool/trope in the County 
of Lincoln on Chrifimas Day in the 
Year 1642, and was defcended from 
the Elder Branch of the Family of 
Sir John, Newton, Baronet. The Ma- 
nor of Woolfirope had been in his Fa- 
mily near two Hundred Years. The 
Newtons came thither from Weffby in 
the fame County, but originally from 
Newton in Lancafbire. Our Author's 
Mother, whofe Maiden Name was 
Hannah Afcough, was likewife of an 
ancient Family, and married again 
after his Father's Death. When her 
Son was twelve Years old fhe put 
him to the Free-School at Grantham 
in Lincolnfoire, from whence fhe re- 
moved him fome Years after, that he 
might be accuftomed by Times to 
look into his own Affairs, and to 
mare them himfelf. But fhe found 
him fo carelefs of fuch Bufinefs, and 
fo devoted to his Books, that fhe fent 
him again to Grantham, that he might 
be at Liberty to follow his Inclinati- 
ons ; which he farther indulged by 
going to Tréxity-College mn Cambridge, 
where he was admitted in 1660, be- 
ing then eighteen Years of Age.

We find 
by one of his Letters in the Commer- 
cium Epiftolicum, that when his Le&- 
oncs Optite were ready for the Prefs, 
fome Objections rafhly raifed againft 
what he had publifhed in the Philofo- 
phical Tranfadiions concerning Light 
and Co/cws made him lay afide the 
Defign at that Time.

Though he was firmly attached to 
the Church of England, he was averfe 
to the Perfecution of the Nonconfor- 
mifts inOrder tobring them over to it. 
He judged of Men & theirManners, 
and the true Sci/matics in his Opini- 
on were the vicious and the wicked. 
Not that he confin’d his Principles to 
Natural Religion, for he- was tho- 
roughly perfwaded of the Truth of 
Revelation ; and amidft the great Va- 
riety of Books which he had conftant- 
ly before him, that which he ftudied 
with the greateft Application wasthe 
Bisve.. 

He did not negleé& the Opportuni- 
ties ‘of doing Good, which the plenti- 
ful Revenues of his Patrimony and a 
profitable Employment, improved by 
a prudent Oeconomy, put into his 
Power. ‘“ He tho't a Legacy, fays 
“* Monfieur de Fontenelle, was no Gift,

He never married, and perhaps he 
never had Leifure to think of it. Be- 
ing immerfed in profound and conti- 
nual Studies during the Prime of his 
Age, -and-afterwards engaged in an 
Employment of great Importance,and 
even quite taken up with the Compa- 
ny, which his Merit drew to him, he 
was not fenfible of any Vacancy i in 
Life, nor of the want of a Compani- 
on at Home. Dr. Pemberton obferves, 
that tho’ his Memory was much de- 
eayed. in. the laft. Years of his Life, 
yet he perfe@tly underftood his own 
Writings, ‘‘ contrary to what I had 
“ frequently heard, /ays the Doctor,

They {coff at the Story of 
Ghofts and Apparitions the better to de- 
ftroy the Belief of a future State, and 
endeavour to remove the Apprehen- 
fions of them from the Minds of the 
Rabble,only becaufe they imagine that 
in fome meafure they may pramote. 
the Caufe of Religion: For if our 
Religion did in reality abound with 
as many Errors and Abfurdities as 
e it with, eve- 
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Knowledge of it. It is neceflary up- 
on_all accounts for their own fakes as 
well as ours, that the common People 
fhould be kept ignorant in thefe Mat- 
ters; and if thereare any Abufes crept 
into theReligion of theirCountry,they 
ought by all Means to be concealed 
from them, unlefs they could be im- 
mediately reformed as foon as known. 

It has not been deny’d but Super- 

frition is the Parent of manyMifchiefs. 

and, next to Infidelity, of all Evils is 
the worft ; and yet with Submiffion 
to our profound Adepts in Religion and 
Politicks, whofe main Drift it feems to 
be to intruduceone undercolour of ex- 
claiming againft the other, it would be 
wrong toattempt the rooting out the 
former,if it were to give the leaft En- 
couragement to the latter. Infidelity, 
were it generally to prevail, could 
poflibly end in nothing but Azarchy 
and a Diffolution of all Gowernment ; 
fo that it certainly would be better to 
have but an indifferent Religion, or 
even a bad one, than none at all : 
Religion is the Pillar of Government, 
it fuftains and fupports it, and there- 
fore if that be taken away,the Super- 
ftruéture muft of Courfe fall to the 
Ground. 

WhateverFaults thefe Authors may 
find in our Religion, no Body ought 
to be acquainted with it, except thofe 
that can difcover it of themfelves ; 
and they are generally more prudent 
than to communicate it to others,un- 
lefs they have likewife catch’d the 
Itch of Scribbling ; and a Pen inthe 
Hand of fuch a perfon is as danger- 
ous as a Sword in'that of a Madman. 
They know little, and therefore will 
believe nothing, and are almoftas ig- 
norant as they are pofitive and coz- 
matical ; ‘they’ read Machiavel and 
Bib'cs as School-Boys do:their Lef- 
fon, and almoft get them by Rote 
without once apprehending their 
Meaning; they producetheir Autho- 
ities for Principles,‘ which thro’ all 


of Avarice, Re. 


theirWritings they ‘have oppofed, and 
— to rove ita them ridicu- 
ous aud new-fangled Opinions of 
their own : They make a Jeft of all 
Virtue and Religion, becaufe they 
fomewhere have heard that thofeAu- 
thors have done the fame ; and at 
the very time that they are telling ys 
in their Papers, that Man is of him- 
felf bafe, felifh, treacherous, deceitful; 
and, ina Word,aCompound of Vice 
and Folly, they are for utterly abo- 
lifhing all Religion, which, if he is as 
bad a Creature as they affert, is the 
only thing that can poffibly keep him 
within any Bounds or Moderation, or 
oblige him to lay the leaft Reftraint 
upon his wild Lufts and Appetites. 
What Purpofe does all this anfwer ? 
What can thefe pernicious and pro- 
fligate Writers have in View, in 
thus creating Diftruft and Doubts’ in 
Men’s Minds, and ‘tctting them at 
Variance with one another ? Tho’ 
they may become the Idols of the 
Mob by this Means, yet it makesthem 
the Jeft and Contempt of Men of 
Senfe ; and themfelves and their Wri- 
tings are equally theObjects of Aver- 
fion and Scorn ; their lewd and dif- 
folute Lives are the beft Recommen- 
dation that can be of their Doétrines, 
and one can’t fail to fet forth in a 
proper Light and illuftrate - the o- 
ther ; elpecially if ‘they, fhould~ con- 
tinue, as they have'begun, to indulge 
themfelves in a full Liberty of a/ing, 
Jpeaking, and writing in open Def. 
ance of all Laws, and even of the 
Rules of Civility and common De-

Dear Sir, 

HE following Dream, I hope, 
will give you fome agreeable 
Refle&tions. If it ds you any 
Relief in your prefem Melancholly,

A Variety of different Paffions pof- 
fefs’d my Breatt, 2s my Thoughts ro- 
ved thro’ unfeen Worlds ; now an 
anxious Fear awaken'd in my Ima- 
gination an Apprehenfion of what at 
prefentunconceiv‘d Deformity I might 
\be transformed into, after all the 
-Clianges an endlefs Duration might 
‘make upon me: Now a chearful 
-Hope of carrying with me, thro’ all 
‘the unknown State of future Exif- 
tence, an approving Confcioufnefs of 
having aéted my Part well upon the 
prefent Stage of Trial,and the Hope 
efpecially of gaining the Plaudit of 
him,who remarks all my mot fecret 
Behaviour as well as outward Adti- 
ons, enliven’d by a glittering Train 
of glorious Objects prefenting them- 
felves to my Imagination, feem’d. to 
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confirm my to attend the 
moft difficult Duties of Life, and un- 
dergo the fevereft Mortifications, ‘till

This View of Thing’ bore fo 
ftrong upon my Mind, and excited 
fuch a quickening Vigour, that my 
Refolution feem'd then undaunted e- 
nough to break through the moft ob- 
ftinate Impediments I might meet 
with, in the rugged Paths of Virtue. 

Now again ee Views, 
an humble Curiofity to know what 
paffed in that next unknown World 
of Spirits, from which the Veil of 
Flefh now divides us, engroffed my 
inquifitive Thoughts. Yet meditat- 
ing thefe Things, I retired to Bed ; 
where amufing myfelf with various 
conjectural Speculations about thefe 
Matters, Slumbers creeping gently 
on, forced me to refign all my wak- 
ing Powers, and Fancy was left alone 
to drefs up in her wild Manner, 'the 
following Scene.

the Sharpnefs of my Tongue, or 
the Length of my Difcourfe ; and 
am now refolved to bring that Name 
into Efteem, which has hitherto been 
a Mark of I : 

Prating is of fo great Antiquity, 
that I am at a lofs where to fix its 
Origin ; but "tis to this Spirit that 
we owe the celebrated Productions 
of Scerates, Plato, Speufippus, Xene- 
crates, Ariflotl, Zeno, Theophraf- 
tus, Clemens Alexandvinus, Zanéius, 
Greg. Naxianzen, Dans Scotus, and 
many other laboriows Philofophets 
and Fathers. 

To ftrengthen the more this my 
Defence of Prating,by the Authority 
of the Ancients, I fhall mention -the 
famous Pyrrho ; who,.as Laertius in- 
forms us, was fo remarkable for it, 
that tho’ his Hearers left him in the 
midft of his Difcourfe, he neverthe- 
lefs continuedPrating till he ended is. 
This is ftill imitated by many Pro- 
feffors at our Univerfities, who con- 
ftantly prate their Philofophy, tho’ 
without an Audience. The fame 
Author fays of the great driffotle, 
that be tho't it a Difgrace to be filent, 
and St.Hierom affirms,that be was the 
Prince of Praters.T heophrafius,whowas 
a Scholar to Ariffotle, faid to a youn 
Man who was filent, You do. fool; oliloty 

in holding your Peace. In fhort, a. 
tiquity is full of Profeffors of this 
Art; for we have Examples of 
er Weight than the ee i 
ed, fuch as the Pythian Prieftefs, and 
the ancient Sybi/line Oracles, which 
were exceeding famous for anf 
Queftions before they were f 
All Praters have their d End, 
which is to be heard ; andtho’ their 
Difcourfe, be ever fo ridiculous, they 


ought neverthelefs to be gg 
becaufe it gives an 
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> *Tigowith . Pleafure I refle&. on 
the. undetermin’d.. Difputes of Phi- 
lofophers, Aftrologers, . Mathema- 
ticians and Divines in all Ages, 
who gain’d no Credit with their Ad- 
verfaries, and by the Impartial were 
only efeemed according to the Ele- 
gance of their Prating.. ‘There is no 
fix’d Rule to. judge of the Strength 
of an Argument; but all Nations and 
all Religions have their different Prin- 
ciples, by which alone they will fuf- 
fer themfelves to be try’d. ‘This 
makes me admire Praters ofall kinds. 
By what I have faid,it will appear 

I am. .io Friend to the Pythagorean 
Syftem ; for nothing provokes me 
fo much as their Prattice of forcing 
any of their Scholars when his Pa- 

‘ rent dies, who has been im the leaft 
remarkable for Prating,to fit with his 
Legs in cold Water till the Corps is 
burnt, as a Charm to prevent Here- 
ditary Loquacity. Yet the Author 
of this Syftem feems to be the moft 
confirm’d Prater of Antiquity ; for 
the five Years Silence which he en- 
join’d his Difciples,, was calculated 
only as a Latitude for his.ewn Prar- 
ing, as ;Famblicus, informsus in his 
Life of that great Philofopher ; and, 
if we may depend on the fame Au- 
thority, he was not only fuccefsful in 
prating to Men, but to Beafts alfo ; 
as St, Antheny was to Fifhes,, ‘‘ For 
‘< (fays he) he laid hold of the Daz- 
“* nian Bear, which did much Hurt 
*“* to the People thereabouts ; and 
“* having ftroaked her a while, and 
‘“* given her Maza and Fruits, and 
“* fworn her that fhe would never 
** more touch any living Creature, 
“* fhe ftraitway hid herfelf in theHills 
“* and Woods, and never after at- 
“* tempted.any Affault. At another 
“ time feeing an Oxe at Tarentum in 
i ing Beans, he reprov- 
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ner, that the Oxenot only refrain’d 
omit from Beans at that 
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**- time, but would never after touch 
“sé any. 

Many are the Examples of this 
Kind, in all Ages, and in all Coun- 
tries ;- and, not to mention the pro- 
found: Adepts among our Nobilivy, 
we fee the fame noble Spirit even m 
the meaneft People, eipecially in 
their politick Pratings. How many 
noble Exclamations, and fharp far- 
caftic Sentences on the Minifiry,have 
proceeded from the Mouth of my 
Shoe-maker, while he has-been fitt- 
ing me with Shoes? And how ma- 
ny ingenious Differtations on the mi- 
ferable Effects of délivering up G/- 
bralter and Port Mahone to the Spa- 
niards have | heard from my Barber, 
while he. fhaved me. In this they 
feem to imitate the meaner fort of 
the Athenians; for,.as Plutarch fays, 
an Athenian Servant, while he is dig- 
ging and delving, will give bis Ma/- 
ter an Account of the Articles andCapi- 
tulations in a Treaty of Peace. ‘The 
Romans were all greatEncouragers of 
Prating, except Publius Pifo ; butthe 
fe Accident was the Caufe of 
his future Delight in it. ‘* Publius 
“* Pifo, the Rhetorician, asthe above 
*« Author informs us,being unwilling 
“* to be difturbed with much Talk, 
‘* gave Orders to his Servantsto anf- 
“< werfuchQueftions only ashe fhould 
“* afk him, and fay nomore. ‘Then 
“* having a Defign to give an’ En- 
** tertainment to C/odius, the chief 
“‘ Magiftrate, he order’d him to be 
“* invited, and provided a fplendid 
“* Banquet for him: At the time ap- 
‘“* pointed feveral other Guefts ap- 
“< pear’d; they only waited for C/o- 
‘* dius’s coming, who tarried much 
“* longer than was expected; fo that 
“ Pifo fent his Servant feveral times 
“ to him,to know whether he would 
“* be pleafed to come to Supper or 
* no? Now in it grew late, 
“* and that Pi/o defpaired of his com- 


“* ing; What, faid he to hisServant, » 


““ did - 
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*< did you call him? Yes, vepty’d the 
Servant, Why then does he not come 
away? Becaufe> be told me he 
could not come. Why did you 
“* not tell me fo before ? Be- 
“* caufe, Sir, you never afk’d me the 
“* QDueftion. 

Many Things more might be faid 
in Defence of this Art; but let it 
fuffice to add, that Prating is an ex: 
ercifing of the Tongue; by which is 
acquired the true Knowledge of Good 
and Ill, and the DiftinGion of a hap- 
py or a miferable Life’; and it has 
this Advantage. of all other Arts,that 
it leads to the Choiceand Enjoyment 
of a happy one: From which it may 
be argued, that all young Men fhould 
immediately learn to Prafe, and all 
old Men continue to dofo ; ee 
that whilft they are 
may gain this 
that they may. be youthful in. Mind, 
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pleafing and profitable an Art, 
true, we have had Examples 
running into. what is call" refs, 
by Prating, but as Happinefs ton- 
fifts. in thinking our félves happy, 
and as Men differ in theNotion of ir, 
what appears to us to be Fines, Im- 

prifonment, Pillories andBanifhment,

Things.’ She it is that caufes the In- 
creafé ‘and ‘Decteafe of the Marrow 
and Brain in Animals ;,fhe frets away 
Stones, governs the Cold and the 
Heat, the Rain «and*Wind: For if 
the Weather be fet in for Rain at th 
New-Moon, you fant not fair 
Weather tiff the Full. If the Rain 
does not céafe then, you are to reckon 
it will hold till the next Change ; and 
and fo of dry and frofty Weather, &c. 
upon a Principle, that it belongs to 
the Conjunétions and fitions of 
the Moon to order the Weather and 
the Seafon. Hence’ it is, that be- 
caufe, in common Converfation we 
frequently fall upon a Difcourfe of 
the Rain, or the cold and dry Wea- 
ther, €c, we hear thofe who com- 
som of the Weather, comfort them- 
elves, in the mean ‘Time, with the 
Hopes'of the New or full Moon. It 
is not to be denied, that thefe are 
Opinions of all Countries, and com- 
mon to all Sérts of People. 
 Neverthelefs, they who have taken 





the Troub 30 or 40 Years to- 
gether, o! ining into Marrow-

bones; have obferved ( particularly 
M. Rob2ult ) that whatever Quarter 
the Moon was in, they met with fome 
Bones which had a great deal of Mar- 
row, and others very little in them ;

the Changes of the Weather are fub- 
je@ tono Rule obviousto us: "Twere

‘The Galley got be- 
tween them, and maintain’d a {mart 
Engagement for three Glaffes, when 
Cart. Soaper was kil'd, with one of 
his Men, and feveral wounded. The 
Engagement neverthelefs continu’d 
two Glaffes longer, and then the Gal- 
ley was forced to ftrice; as the Sea 
ran high the French order’d the Gal- 
ley’s Boat out, and her Officers to 
come on board her, and then fent her 
back for the Men, which they bro’t 
likewife on board, except twenty 
three,who happen‘d to be left behind, 
the Boat having funk along Side of 
the French Ship, as it was going to 
put off for the laft Trip. ‘The For- 
tune Ketch fhar’d the fame Fate ; and 
Night coming on the French Ships 
order’d them to keep at their Stern ; 
but the Weather being foggy, they 
took the Opportunity’ of fteering 
for Dartmouth, where they are fafely 
arriv’d. The Ships they engag’d 
prov’d to be twoFrench Men of War 
of 45 and 47 Guns, On Sunday 
Night the Ketch fell in with eleven 
French Men of War, but got clear 
of them. 


Relation fent by the Earl of Holder- 
neffe, his Majefty’s Ambaffador to 
the Republick of Venice, dated at 
Nurembourg, September 18. N.S. 

Ednefday the 16th of Septem- 
I arriv’d at Emkkirkin, two 

Pofts from Nurenbourg, frcm whence 

I difpatched one of my Domefticks 

with a Guide to have the Gates of 

that Town kept open. About a 
uarter of a League from Farnbach, 

a Village where I was to take freih 

Horfes, another of my Domelticks, 

who was on Horfeback at fome Dif- 


' tance before my Coach, returned to. 


me with two Huffars, by whom he 
had been ftopp’d; one of them, who 
{poke alittle French, told me, that he 


was in the Queen of Hungary’s Ser- 
vice, and belonged to Prince Efterhafi's 
Regiment, under the Command of 
General Bernclau ; that they were 
ordered to patrole upon that Road ; 
and that they would go to the next 
Village to inform their Officer of my 
Arrival.: At the Village of Farnbach 
I was inform’d, that thefe Huflars be- 
longed to his Imperial Majefty ; that 
they had taken Prifoner and’ fearch’d 
the Mefienger whom I had fent to 
Nurenbourg ; that. they had a Poft 
guarded by an Officer and. 30 Men 
at a League's Diftance ; and that.I 
fhould run the Rifk of being plun- 
der’d, If I advanc'd farther: Upon 
thefe Informations I determin‘d to 
remain at Farnbach ’till fuch Time 
as I could obtain an Efcorte from 
Lieutenant -General Countde St. Ger- 
main, who commanded a large De- 
tachment of Imperial ‘Troops at fome 
Leagues Diftance. Whilft 1 was 
writing to this General, a Corporal 
and two Huffars. came to’ me, and 
would have obliged me to: go with 
them to the Quarters of their Com- 
mander in Chief, faying, they had 
Orders not to fuffer any. Auftrians, 
Englith or Hollanders to pafs: I re- 
fuied to go with them, propofing to 
them to fend one’ of their Hufiars with 
the Perfon whom I had charged with 
my Letter, to their General, «which 
they agreed to; and onThuriday the 
17th at Noon, an Officer brought me, 
by Order of the Count de St. -Ger- 
main, the following Anfwer to my 
Letter. 
STR, 

Tho’ the Emperor, my Majer, is not 

at War with the King of Great Bri- 


tain, y-t as bis Britannich Majefly is 


in Altiance with his Enemies, 1 canuot 
decide «whether your Excellency is Pri- 
foner of War or not. I defire jour Ex. 
cellency will be pleafed to. 1¥ Re 
werfal Lettcr, that, in Cafe 50a) fo 

be declared Prifoner of War,

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fubmit to that Condition. Ihave the 
Honour to fend to your Excellency an 
Officer who will caufe every Thing . to 
be returned that may have been ta- 
hen, and cfcorte your Excellency ta Nu- 
renbourg. Linclofe a Pafport that you 
may be fecure the rimaining Part of 
the Journey. I have twe Honour to be 
&e.’ Signed De St. Germain. 
The Officer, whom the General 
fent to me, gave me to underftand 
that he had Orders to obiain from 
me a Reverfal, fuch as his General 
demanded in the foregoing Leiter. I 
reprefented to this Officer the Impof- 
fibility of making Priioner the Mi- 
nifter of a Prince, who is not at War 
with the Emperor his Mafter. He 
_return’d me no other Anfwer, but 
that he was oblig’d to obey the Or- 
ders which had been given him. I 
found myfelf therefore under a Ne- 
ceflity of figning the following Paper. 
Having Rae arrefted by the Troops 
of his Imperial Majefty, the Count 
de St. Germain has granted me his 
Pafiport, on Condition that if I am 
declared Prifoner of War by his Im- 
perial Majefty, I thould fubmit myfelf 
to that Condition. Declared and fig - 
ned at Farnbach, this 17th of Sep- 
tember, 1744. Thereupon he order- 
ed my Servant to be fet at Liberty, 
who had been till that Time kept Pri- 
foner ar Fiert, a Place at a League's 
Diftance. from Farnbach ; and the 
Officer, with four Huflars, efcorted 
me to N . Holderneffe. 
Nurembourg, Sept. 18. 1744.

From the Jamaica Gazette. 
Kingfton Jamaica, O&. 27. On 
Saturday laft the 2oth Inft. happened 
as great and dreadful a Storm as ever 
was known in this Part of the World. 
The Wind was at Eight o’Clock 
in the Morning E. and by N.--- After 
much Rain and {qualy Weather(which 
had been, and continued fot many 
Deri before.) It began about Six 


vening, and encreaf-

ing till about Twelve at Night with 
a redoubled Fury committed the moft 
unheard of Devattations which laited 
till Three o’Clock in the Morning ; 
the Wind was all that Time due 
South ; the Storm continued ‘till $:x 
o'Clock. By the Impetuofiiy of this 
Hurricane the New fort at Nef uita 
Point was demolifhed, many Houtes 
here were biown down, Koofs and 
Piazza’s blown 04, and all the Wharfs 
of this Town, Port-Royal and Paf- 
fage Fort defiroy’d, and a great l’art 
of the Goods therecn wafhed away. 
It is not ealy to conceive what an Air 
of Surprize appeared in the Ceun.- 
tenances of the Inhabitants of this 
Town in the Morning ; but alas ! 
the Damage in the Harbour far ex- 
ceeded that on Shore: For at that 
dreadful ‘Time, Eight of his Majefty’s 
Ships and Vefiels, and g6 Merchant 
Vetiels were ftranded, wreck’d and 
foundered, infomuch that out of 105 
Veilels only his Majefty’s Ship Rip- 
pon rid it out, and fhe without Mafts. 

The People in Port Royal were 

erribly afiad of a Deluge, the 
Town being 2 or 3 Feet overflow’d 
from the Harbour, and the Sea threat- 
ning Deftruétion, which the Wail 
moft happily prevented : ‘They have 
met. with great Damages in their 
Houfes, &c. 

In the Country feveral Plantations, 
Honufes, Works, &c. were deftroy'd ; 
many People both white and black 
drowned, and Cattle, Sheep, Poultry, 
and Provifions in great Quantities of 
all Kinds, detroyed by i! e irrefiflable 
Fury of the Tempeit, and Rapiaity 
of the overflowing Rivers &c.
